is the inevitable result of our growth 
and progress, a destiny that must be 
fulfilled. These little Americans may 
doubt our ability to maintain our new 
relations honorably and uprightly, 
but there are ever doubters. They 
have no real conception, not only of 
our duties, but of our real position in 
the world's affairs. 

Mulhall, the British statistician, 
computes that the wealth of the United 
States is $23,000,0(H:»,000 greater than 
that of Great Britain, seven times 
greater than that of Spain, nearly 
double that of France and equal to the 
combined wealth of Russia, Italy, 
Austria and Spain. Our productive 
capacity, the same authority states, is 
not only greater than that of any other 
Nation, but between 1869 and 1895 in- 
creased per capita 30* per day. 

Our annual gain of wealth is about 
$2,000,000,000, and last year the earn- 
ings amounted to *14,5O0,0O0,0uO, 
one-half of which was paid to labor. 
Each working day adds $6,000,000 to 
the Nation's wealth. 

A Nation of such wealth and pro- 
ductiveness could not help itself from 
becoming a World Power. Its very 
position would enforce upon it new 
duties. Its importance in the world 
of commerce and finance would com- 
pel other Governments to give it the 
deepest consideration. This is the 
condition which has now arisen, and 
which the little Americans deplore. 

The growth of the National credit is 
in itself startling. In 1796, when the 
Commissioners, under act of Congress, 
borrowed $-200,000 to complete the 
public buildings in Washington, the 
•late of Maryland, in loaning the 
money, required them to give their 
personal obligations as security, and 
then only could they realize 66* on 
the dollar.

London, July 7— Details of further 
horrors in Peking are gathered by 
correspondents at Shanghai from 
Chinese sources, especially of the 
•laughter in the Chinese and Tartar 
city of thousands of native Chris- 
tians, so that the capital reeks with 
carnage. The ruthless thirst for blood 
is' spreading in all the northern prov- 
inces, and wherever there are native 
Christians the scenes enacted in the 
capital are reproduced in miniature. 
From these provinces nothing fur- 
ther comes regarding the legation 
forces, except a repetition of the re- 
port that they are all dead. The cor- 
respondents aver that if the Chinese 
officials in Shanghai wished to throw 
light on the real state of affairs in 
the capital, they could do so, and 
therefore the worst reports are ac- 
cepted as true. 

Prince Tuan*s coup d'etat is de- 
scribed by the Shanghai correspond- 
ent of the Daily Mail an a sequence to 
the grand council of ministers, at 
which Yung Lu advocated the sup- 
pression of the Hoxers promptly. The 
dowager empress gave her whole sup- 
port to Yuug Lu, and a scene of dis- 
order ensued. Prince Tunn passion- 
ately Intervened, backed by Kanp 
Yih. They rushed from the council, 
and their partisans raised the cry. 
"Down with the foreigners!" The ef- 
fect was electrical. The eunuchs, pal- 
ace officials of all sorts and most of 
the populace took up the cause of 
Prince Tunn. and his agents immedi- 
ately put the emperor and dowager

Political 
considerations that were thought to 
have been numbing the action of the 
powers are thus laid aside, for a mo- 
ment at least, by the government sup- 
posed to have the clearest purpose re- 
specting China's future. Japan's 
sending of troops now cun have little 
bearing on the fate of the foreigners 
in Peking. 

Baron Hayashi, the new Japanese 
minister, who arrived in London on 
Friday, said that ten days would 
probably be required for the carry- 
ing of troops to China. His dictated 
statements contain these statements: 
"If all the condition* China has asked 
were conceded, 1 see no reason why 
Japan should not undertake the task 
of suppressing the trouble. The pow- 
ers are all agreed in wishing to put 
down the rebels, but It does not seem 
that they are agreed on the means." 

From these authoritative utterances 
it is inferred that Japan does nomi- 
nate conditions and that the concert 
of the powers is a little jangled. 

A dispatch from Shanghai to the 
Daily Telegraph says the losses of the 
allies up to June 29 totaled 600. 

A special dispatch from Shanghai 
says the position of the allies at Tien- 
Tsin is becoming increasingly critical, 
owing to lack of sufficient supplies, 
but only as a last resort will the town 
be evacuated in favor of concentra- 
tion of forces at Taku. 

The Times' Tien-Tsin correspondent 
says: "Sir Kobert Hart's messenger 
reported that the British legation on 
June 24 had nine soldiers killed and 
many wounded. Tha women and chil- 
dren were safe, but the food was bad 
and the ammunition was low." 

He further says: "Twenty-two 
hundred Japanese troopa, with 14 
guns, have arrived at Taku, and 800 
more are expected soon."
